Stone, of stories 
indicating the board might sell its 
wheat. on the European market for 
whatever price it would bring. 

The events of the day redirected 
attention to the fact that on July 1 
the agencies of the board will have on 
their hands from 275,000,000 to 300,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat, practically 
the entire carryover of the year's 


crop. ‘The board will sell the wheat 
it holds whenever itt can get what it 
considers to be a fair price. 

The board has declared its inten- 
tion of abandoning its stabilizing pol- 


fey for the 1931 crop, but observers 
here consider with the approach of 
the 1932 presidential elections, it is 


more probable the farm board may 
again stabilize this year than if may 
sell its wheat on the world market re- 
gardless of price.

Thanks to a grant of $116,000 from 
the surplus earnings of the sinking fund 
board, the city books for the year were 
closed showing a balance on the right side.

Pr. BE. 1. VERSUS CUBA 


At the “emergency” session of parlia- 
ment last fall the tariff was raised against 
some products which the people of Cuba 
exported to Canada in amounts that were 
important to them, Cuba has retaliated 
by raising its duty against Canadian pota- 
toes. And now Prince Edward Island is 
calling for a reciprocal trade treaty with 
Cuba, 

Both Prince Edward Island and Cuba 
are a long way from Alberta, and the peo- 
ple of this province are not personally 
concerned in the imports from Cuba or 
the exports to it. But the incident serves 
to illustrate the difficulties of applying an 
exclusive Canadian trade policy without 
producing reactions which hit the pockets 
of people in one or another section of this 
large Dominion, 

It is a small scale representation, too, 
of the difficulties which have followed in 
most countries from the tariff-boosting 
epidemic that struck the world at the close 
of the great war. 

Whatever the present Government ol 
Canada may think about it, a reciprocal 
treaty with Cuba is probably inevitable 
And sooner or later a general easing down 
of the international barriers which have 
been built up against trade everywhere in 
the last ten years will have to come, A 
country cannot live to itself; this country 
in particular, 


ANOTHER PROBE IN PROSPECT? 


With one inquiry into grain marketing 
still under way, another is already pro- 
posed, What is now suggested is that a 
review be made of the operations of th: 
wheat pools and of the operations of 
private grain trading, with a view to 
showing which has given the largest re- 
turns to the farmers. 


This proposal has come from the 
private cealers, There has been no ap- 
proving response from the pools, That 
may not mean that pool officials are 


opposed to the comparison, but only that 
they have not had time to consult and 
reach a conclusion on the matter, 

Sir Josiah Stamp decided that no re 
view of pool operations would be allowed 
during the present inguiry, Why he drew 
the line there has not been explained. The 
pools do not hedge by dealing in futures, 
Private dealers do hedge, An examination 


of the records and results of both would 
seem to be very much to the point when 
the question to be decided is whether the 


trade in futures affects the price to the 


farmer, and if so, how. It is very possible 
that the verdict of the commission will 
not be accepted as conclusive, in one 
quarter or the other, because this oppor 
tunity for a large scale comparison of the 
results of hedging and not hedging was 
ruled out, 


In two of the prairie provinces the 
proposal to compel farmers to sell all 
grain through a pool is a live issue, In 
Saskatchewan an act has been passed by 


the legislature which will make pool sell- 
ing compulsory if a substantial majority 
of farmers vote for this, Unless an in- 
vestigation is made as to whether pool 
selling or private trading has given the 
farmer the best returns in the past, how 
is an intelligent decision to be reached as 
to whether compulsory pooling would be 
a blessing to the grain grower or a 
handicap? 

The farmer is entitled to the last cent 
he can get for his grain, and needs it. The 
pool and the private dealer have now been 
in competition long enough that a review 
of their records should show which gives 
the farmer the most money. Judging from 
the evidence that has been put before the 
Stamp commission, that is a question of 
a good deal more practical importance 
than whether the buying and selling of 
futures raises the price or lowers it. The 
proposed inquiry would seem to be neces- 
sary if the object is to enable the grower 
to get what his grain is worth.

INCOME TAX 
RULES SET OUT 


Exemptions and Obliga- 
tions Outlined in Official 
Statement 


The inspector of Income Tax for 
Edmonton district has roade an an 
nouncement for the benefit of the 
farming community that the Income | 
Tax division af the Department of 
National Revenue does not require a 
farmer or raneher to make an Income | 
Tax return on Form TA unless he 
has had during the year under report 
@ taxable income, He also points out 
that the act provides there shall be 
assessed, levied and paid upon the in- 
come during the preceding year of 
every person @ lax at the rates set 
down in the first schedule of the act 
and also provides exemptions sha)! be 
allowed as follows 

5. (©) Three thousand dollars in 
the case of a married person or house 
holder or any other person who has 
dependent upon him any of the fol-| 
lowing persons | 

(1) A parent or grandparent | 


(>) A daugliler or sister 
(ii) A son or brother under 21} 
years of age or ineapable of self-|
